Bur there is a Stone which 
is cut and a cutting our of rhe Mountain, withour 
Hands, which is rifen,” and ariſing, in this Nati- 
on, Which will daſh to pieces in the Head, the 
.\ Work and Works of this Goliab, with his Cham- 
' pions; for the Lord the inviſible and mighty God 
is on his way, to ſuſtain and ſupport his diſtrel- 
ſed and exerciſed People, ler their Exerciſes be of 
what nature or kind foever; and the Faithful 
amongſt this People ſhall be preſerved, ſuch thar 
do nor ſcck to be ſerring themſelves up great in 
this World, that deny themſelves of Self and 
Self Love, and Selfiſh World!y Intercſt, bur are 
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ſecking after the inviſible and only wiſe God, and 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, for the everlaſting welfare 
of rheir never dying Souls; as alfo ſecking, defi- 
ring, and praying for the eternal welfare and good 
of rheir Relations, Neighbours, and loving Coun- 
try-men, of whar Judgment or Perfwalion ſocver, 
And notwithſtanding all the Miſts and dark Fogs 
that may arite our from the Bottomlets-Pirt, and 
of fallen Angels, rhe Faithful, Humble, and Low- 
ly minded and hcartcd amongſt this People, rhe 
Lord, the mighty God and Creator of all things, 
he by his great and inviſible Power, will ppeſcrve 
them, in deſpight of whatever Satan andhis fallen 

Angels can or may be {uftcred. ro do, or attempt. 
And rhe Author of this Paper doth ſomething 
admire that rhoſe called Fiſhops and Miniſters 
of the Church of England, ſhould ſuffer them- 
ſelves to be fo Impoſed upon, to rhink that rhis 
poor Apoltatized Man and Creature, ſhould be of 
ſervice unto them, to be an Inſtrument to help 
to bring rhe Puakers back to the Church of Eng- 
land: 1 do aftirm and aflert, That you will in the 
Lord's rime ſee your ſelves Miſtaken, although 
it may be ſome Particulars, ſuch as Ceorge Keith, 
Waom ?tis ſuppoſed you-take ſomething the more 
notice of, becauſe he may have ſometning of out- 
ward Lc:rning, and therefore rhe fitter I 01 ro 
be made uate- of on "the aforcſaid occaſton, who 
lize him, have forſaken their inward, and ſpiri- 
tua!, and firſt Love unto rhe Lord, which hath 
provoked the Lord to withdraw from them, and 
to give them up nnto the gaidance of r{tcir Souls 
Enemy, ard to follow rhcir own darkned Under- 
{tandings. And this TI am made to ceclare unto 
you that are called Biſhcps ard Miniſters, &c. = 
tc 
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the ſame Arm, Strength and Power, that did 
ſecretly and inwardly ſuſtain this People in their 
former Suffcrings, Exerciſes, and Perſecutions,” 1 
do affirm and aflert, through the unexprcſlible 
ercy, and goodneſs, and favour of Almighty 
God, is now in a wonderful ſecret manner pre- 
valent in the Aflemblics of rhis People ; but ir 3s 
much my Belief, and I fear, that the Lord will 
make ſome of them Examples unto the World of 
his diſpleaſure for their Unfaithtulneſs unto him, 
notwithſtanding they may, it may be, keep to 
the ourward Profeſſion amongſt this People, be- 
cauſe of their tecret withdrawing in their Hearts 
from the Lord, who hath been good and gracious 
unto them many a time, and delivercd them ma- 
ny a time, becauſe of their getting again roo much 
into rhe Love, and Spirit, and Things of this 
World; of which I can: remember a time when 
the Lord ſuffered many of them ro be {ripr from 
almoſt all worldlv Enjoyments, and in that Dav 
the Lord was with them, and ſuitained them in 
a low and cxerctied F{tate, and was near to them 
to do them good ; and the Lord is the ſame ar 
this Day, and will be the ſame to all thar ſha#l 
be ſo happy as to have their reliance and depen- 
dance always upon him. Now as to the Spirit 
and Diſpoſition that hath, and is off late Years 
and Months cntred into this, to be pitticd and 
lamented, poor Apoſtatized Man George Keith, 
1 do affirm and reſtifie, ir is no other than the 
ſame thar was in the Prophet Balaam of Old, 
who for Balack's Rewards, notwithſtanding rhe 
Lord had forewarned him, yet would go with 
Batack to endeavour, (like this poor Crcarure) for 
Enchantments againſt _ ; Bur the Lord "_ 
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his endeavours of Curſing of Iſrael into Bleſſings; 
the Lord is not changed, he is now the ſame at 
this very day, And this is the ſame Spirit that 
was in wicked Feroboam, who made Jſrae! to 1in, 
in cauſing them to worlhbip his Golden Calves, to 
cauſe them that they ſhould not go up to Feruſalew, 
ro worſhip and offer unto the Lord, as che Lord 
had commanded; and is the ſame Spirit that made 
' wicked Cain kill his Brother Abel, becauſe the 
Lord had accepred of Abel's Offering ; and is the 
ſame Spirit that in the Old World mocked ar 
Righteous Noah, when he was Building the Ark, 
at the Commandment of rhe Lord; and is the 
ſame Spirit that was in Dathan and Abiram of old, 
that withſtood Moſes and Aaron, the Servants of 
the Living God, who the Lord had commanded 
to lead his People Iſrael out of Egypt's dark Land, 
Slavery and Bondage; the Lord cauſed the Earth 
to open its Mouth and ſwallow them up : So at 
this Day, . thoſe that inwardly in their Hearts 
which departeth from the Lord, the Earth opens 
its Mouth, and they are ſwallowed up in the Love 
of this World, and in the Love of Earthly TI hings 
and Enjoyments: and this is the Spirit that was 
in the falſe Prophet Zedekiah, the Son of Cheuah of 
of old, that ſmote the Propher Micah the Lord's 
Propher upon the Cheek ; -who ſaid, Which way 
went the Spirit of the Lord from me to ſpeak unto thee ? 
And is the ſame Spirit that ruled in the unbelicving 
Jews of old, who Crucificd our Lord, the Lord of 
Life and Glory, the great Saviour of the World, 
and of Mankind; it is the ſame Spirit that was in 
the undelieving Jews, that Stoned that bleſſed Mar- 
= Steven, who told rhem of their Rebellion and 


ubborneſs againſt the Lord, and how they Re- 
beld 
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bell'd againſt: his good Spirit; it is no other but 
the ſame Spirit that cau&d Demas of old toem- 
brace this preſent Evil Word, complain'd of by 
that worthy Apoſtle and Servant of the Lord, 
Paul, who lamented in his Day and Time to this 
cffe&t, That all were ſeeking after their own, 
and not the things of the Lord, who could not 
be content with a low Eſtate which the Lord 
doth bleſs; having Food and Raiment to be there- 
with content, and ro follow the low and humble 
Example of our only and bleſſed Saviour the Lord 
eſus Chriſt, who, although, was Heir of all 
hings in Heaven, and in the Earth, yer deny'd 
himlelf of all things taking off the World, only 
a little ſuſtenance, and a little ſomething for 
outward Coverigg, viz. a Garment which we 
read of was withMt Sam, withour Rent ,, and 
ſo is his Spiritaal Garment witneſſed, and known 
+ £0 beat this Day toa little Remnant ; he alone 
is worthy of the Glory, who is for ever bleſſed : 
And where the Rents are, and where the Envy and 
Birterneſs ef Spirit is, and where the Runings out 
are, from the Trurh and blefſed Spirir of God, 
and of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt; let it be be a- 
mongſt what People, Name or Denomination 
ſoever, ſuch do nor keep under rhe Spirirual and 
Scamleſs Garment of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt; not- 
withftanding they may not be a wanting of high 
Pretences, and making in Words a grear and ſpe- 
cious Profeſſion of him, much like the Jews ofold 
who counted themſelves the Children of God and 
Ahrabam®s Seed ; ver would needs have Chriſt the 
blefled M-ſſzah ro be a Blatphemer, and whar not, 
ipcaking Deſpicably of him; faying, Is not ths 
the Carpenter's Son ? "whoſe Father 2nd Mother we 
: 4 know : 
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Trew 3 and "are not bis Brethren hear with us? Cal- 
ling hin-a'Deceiver, and//how rhar he did caft 
out Devils: by [BelRebub;, 8c. - And ſuch as beforc 
ed-into- the'' Love of rhis- preſent World, and 
r00' much effets the' Enjoyments thereof; and 
fach go 'intd a Spirit of Prejudice and Envy, 
and lets in a perſecuring Spirit againſt their Bre- 
thren, that'cannor Worſhip atter the ſame way 
and manner,” as they themſelves arc plcafed ro 
do; which 1s' too miich like Cam's Spirit and 
Diſpoſtrion-' - And- rhis envious Spirit of preju- 
dice,' tro my former roo great and wotul Loſs, 
and hurt, ro my great Unhappinefs; having en: 
tred intro my poor Soul, through my too much 
giving way unto my Soul's Enemy, after I had a 
Jong time made profeſſion with the People call d 
uakers, to that Degree, that I almoſt loarhed 
the ſight of any of the ſaid People; but the 
Mercifal God, who had vifitcd and tendered my 
Heart, in my carly and young Days, who had 
been many a time good unto me, who continued 
to follow mc in my Rebellious State, and State of 
Apoſtacy from him, juſtly brought upon me, 
Outward. and Worldly Diſappointments, and 
biafted my Endeavours, as to Outward and 
Worldly Afﬀairs; yet providentially open'd a way 
{tilt for an outward Subſiſtance. 

Yer again, I forgot the Lord, who had ſhew- 


ed fo much Mercy and Goodneis unto nie; and 


the Enemy again ſtole away my Heart from fol- 
lowing him, by little and little, fo that I lived 
in much and grear Exceſs, roo much to mention 
hear ; but the Lord ſtill continued to follow me, 
according to his wonted Mercy and long forbear- 
ance, and 11a remarkable way viſited me with 
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his Judgments. Ir being now near Four Years 
fince, by laying his AﬀiCcting Hand upon my Body ; 
by which my Body came to be afflicted with di- 
vers kinds of Indiſpotttions and Weaknefles, and 
thar of a long continuance; and alſo inwardly 
vitired my Soul and Spirit with Judgment, where- 
in my former Diſobcdient and Rebelitous State 
was ict before mc, as ina Glaſs; the Lord having 
found me in this deplorable Stare, and nothing bur 
Eternity, in a dreadful manner, ſeemingly to ap- 
pear in my view; and that which greatly Exer- 
ciſcd my diſtrefled Mind, was the unaccountable 
hardneſs of my Heart; when if the World had been 
in'my Power to have given, | could gladly have 
parted with it, to have had my hard Heart broken, 
and render*d by the good Spirit of the Lgrd, and 


.at thar time to have witneſſed laſting Peace to 
my poor never dying Soul. Sorhe Lord 1n great 
Mercy unro me, having brought me every way 


very low in histimc, which was a time of great 
Love indeed, he did not forget to ſhew his great 
Love and Mcrcy unto my grcatly diſtrefled poor 
Soul, and brought my Heart and Spirit into much 
brokenneſs and tenderneſs; for which I have 
abundant cauſe to be always thankful unto the 
Lord for ever, to blzſ; and praiſe his Honourable 
and Worthy Name, fo long as it may plcaſe the 
Lord to give me a Bcing in this Morral Body. 
The weighty, ſolid, avd ſerious Conladeration, 
of which grcat and unaccountable Mercy, great 
Favour and Love of Almighty God to me, hath 
occaſion'd a concern of Mind in me towards others, 
that may have Apoſtatized from the Lord as I 
have done, in lighting his tender 'and compat- 


ſionate Viſitarions ; ro warn orhcrs that may have 
decelind 


CEE 
declin'd in their H-arts from the Lord of Life 
an] Glory, as I ro my former great Unhappineſs 
have done: And this former unhappy State and 
Condition of miac, may alto ſerve to be a warn- 
ing uatoall forts of People, of what Perſwaſion 
or ſadzmoar ſo2ver, that they do not provoke a 
merciful Gol as I have done: For my belief is, 
that che Lo:d is nota wanring, to afford in ſome 
degree and meaſure, a tim: of Vilitation unto all, 
ſo as to leave all without excuſe, of what Per- 
{waſton or Judgment ſoever, when he ſhall come to 
Judgm:ar. And it is my belief, that at that Day 
the Queſtion will not be ſo much, what People's 
Judgments and Religions Perfwalions may have 
been; bur whether in their Lives aad Converſa- 
tions, they have not lived in Rebellion againſt 
the good Spirit of the Lord; fo as in- that Day 
be found W orkers of Iniquiry, fo as to incur thar 
woful Sentence of, Go you Curſed into utter Dark- 
neſs, 8. 


And as before cxpreſsd, having through the . 


great goolneis of the Lord, in ſome mecaſurc 
obtaind Forgiveneſs, and Mercy, and Favour ar 
his Mzrcifal Hand, hath occation'd a concern up- 
on my Mind, to go to viſit this, to be lamented 
Apoſtatized, poor Man, Georoe Keith ; which ac- 
cordingly [ did, adour the Months cald February 
or Marc laſt, before he had givea over Acting 
at his Stage at Turnzr's- Hall, and fome Monrhs 
before he tooks O:ders upon him in the Church 
of England way; it being upon my Mind, ro 
warn and caution him agaizſt that Spirit of Pre- 
judice, which 1 had a Sente of he was enter'd 
into: AndIcan truly fav, I found Love in my 
Heart reaching towards him; and amongſt the 
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Expreſſions which he made to me, ar the cloſe of 
whar paſt, 1 holding him by the Hand, being 
earneftly diſſwading of him from that undue 
proccedure of his. He replyed, What wouldſt thou 
have me to do? wouldſt thou have me to go into the 
Street with my Wife and Family? And this, if nced 
be, I can Teſtifie ro the Face of George Keith to 
be 1nefte&t, if not the very expreſs Words, which 
came then from the Mouth of George Keith, againſt 
whom I have nothing of Prejudice, bur Chriltian 
Tenderneſs, Love and Good Will in my Heart : 
And it would be well for him, if he would whilſt 
it is calPd t& Day, to turn unto the Lord with a 
{incere Heart in rruc Repenrance, and to pur up 
ſincere Cries and Brearhings unto the Lord, as I 
through the Goodnets and Mercy of the Lord 
have been made to do, ro Cry unto him in much 
tenderneſs and brokenneſs of Heart for forgive- 
nefs, and for Mercy, and not ro be aſhamed to 
take Shame upon himſelf in ſincere Repentance, 
again to return unto the Lord, 

No Worldly Intreſt moved me to this Concern, 
neither am I, nor have I hcen inftghrted hereunto 
by any Perſon, or Puaker living: The Lord is 
my Witneſs, I have had a Concern tro conccal 
my Concern of Mind from them, until ir be 
Publiſh'd unto the World : And the Author of 
This, in Sincerity, hath Chriſtian Love and Good 
Will, and Chriſtian reſpect to all Solid and Sin- 
cere-hearted Pcoplc, of the Church of England 
Perſwafion and Way ; as allo, toall others, rhar 
do not too much ati«& Worldly Intereſt, rhar 
affets a Chriſt-like Self-denying State, rhat de- 
fireth the Welfarc and Happineſs of all thar cai, 
love Enemics ; that like Chriſt our Lord, who 

Came 
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came to do good unto all, even unto the Re- 
bellious; that when his Perſecutors were Crucify- 
ing of him ro Death, he cryed, Father forgive 
them, they know not what they do. He did nor 
cry for Fire to come down to deſtroy his Per- 
ſecutors, bur ſubmitted his Will unto his Fa- 
ther's Will, which he came into the World to do, 
to dye for Sinners, for the Rebellious, that thro' 
him, and whar he ſuftgr'd for loſt Man, loſt Man 
might he redeenrd n1nto God out of rhe fallen State. 
So in the tender Love of Almighty God, with 
which he is waiting to do the Sons of Men his 
Creation good withal ; I bid all to farewel. 
Seeing no neceſſity for me to ſubſcribe my Name 
to this Paper, I having more than once ſignified 
it unto George Keith, as likewiſe my place of
